Plans to Dam Long Sault Rapids in Gigantic Scheme for Power 
Development—American and Canadian Interests Purchase 
Tracts and Riparian Rights on Both Sides of the River 
for a Distance of 25 Miles—Value of Charter Appraised 
as High as $50,000,000. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., November 25, 1912—Many in this section 
who are interested in power development, are watching with 
interest the movements along the line of harnessing the St. 
Lawrence River. President Davies, of the Aluminum Trust of 
America, with a plant at Massena, N. Y., and the syndicate of 
wealthy men allied with him in the project to dam the Long 
Sault rapids and carry out a scheme of water power development 
greater than the world has ever before seen, by utilizing the 
entire flow of the St. Lawrence River, have completed the pur- 
chase of the whole of Barnhardt’s Island and the eastern half of 
Long Sault Island, together with the riparian rights around the 
western end of the island and 2,000 acres of land on the main 
shore. This extends from a point opposite the eastern end of 
Barnhardt’s Island upstream to the Massena Canal, a distance of 
8 miles. Both the American company and the Canadian company 
have been busy acquiring land on the respective sides of the river, 
and now own the waterside lots practically the whole distance 
from the site of the proposed works to a point 25 miles up the 
stream; in other words, all the land likely to be drowned out by 
the daming of the river. 


Money for carrying out the scheme seems plentiful, as was 
shown when the project was thrashed out last spring before a 
committee of the House of Representatives in Washington. At 
that hearing the statement was openly made by the rfzomoters 
that they were prepared to spend $1,000,000, and the attitude of 
some of the committeemen left no room for doubt that their 
minds had been strongly prejudiced in favor of the scheme. 

Jealous eyes, especially from those politicians and financiers 
who are not “in,” are being cast upon the proposition. Politicians 
are putting forth the argument that no country ought to allow 
such tremendous power possibilities to be exploited for private 
gain, since they will doubtless increase the largest manufacturing 
districts on the continent on both sides of the St. Lawrence 
waterway from Montreal to Cornwall, and, beyond, comprising 
parts of Quebec, Ontario and New York State. In this district 
alone 1,000,000 to 1,500,000 horse power will be developed. 

The charter, at which the people smiled at first, is now de- 
clared to be worth any price up to $50,000,000. The fear once 
entertained that the charter would either be hawked through the 
money markets of the world and used for obtaining millions on 
acceunt of #s enormous potentialities, or else would be held till 
advances in electrical transmission over much greater distances 
than at present would enormously increase its value is rapidly 
fading.

BOSTON PAPER TRADE ASSOCIATION MEETING 
Boston, Mass., November 23, 1912.—The most successful early 
fall social affair ever held by the Boston Paper Trade Association 
was that given last Wednesday evening at the Exchange Club. 
The attendance was larger than ever before, and the two speakers 
of the evening, Hon. Joseph Conry and Hon. William S. McNary, 
directors of the port of Boston, gave the most interesting talk on 
the industrial possibilities of Boston and New England which has 
been delivered in this section for many a day. Those present evi- 
dently anticipated something more than the general run of after 
dinner speeches from the guests of the association, and they were 
not disappointed, as both gentlemen were primed with statistical 
information concerning the development of every port in the 
world, and it was a pleasant and interesting journey over which 
they took their audience while telling of the vast expenditures 
foreign countries have put into the development of their ports. 


Having been members of a committee which spent nearly a year 
across the water investigating the various ports of the world, their 
talk was based on facts gleaned from personal observation and 
investigation, making it the more impressive. Both gentlemen 
argued that the waterway was the only salvation for the manu- 
facturer to reduce his shipping charges, and outlined plans now 
under consideration for the development of the Boston port 
whereby freight will be handled here so as to eliminate switching 
and other charges which go to make up the now expensive freight 
rates as well as assuring prompt deliveries. At the close of their 
remarks both gentlemen received a rising vote of thanks from the 
members for their interesting suggestions for solving a problem 


which is uppermost in the minds of every New England manufac- 
turer, 


Another interesting feature of the evening was data furnished by 
W. B. Wheelwright and printed on the menus, showing the posi- 
tion Massachusetts occupies in the paper industry of this country. 
It appears that Masachusetts has eighty-seven paper mills, repre- 
senting a combined capital of $41,000,000 and a yearly production 
of over $31,000,000. It produces 13 per cent. in value of all the 
paper manufactured in this country; 21 per cent. of all the book 
paper, 60 per cent. of all the cardboard and 55 per cent. of all 
the fine papers. The last named represents 67 per cent. in value. 
These figures are all based on the tonnage produced in the United 
States. 

During a skort business session at the close of the serving of the 
dinner President Hobson named the following as a nominating 
committee for the selecting of officers for the ensuing year, to re- 
port at the annual meeting in March: W. F. McQuillan, John E. A. 
Hussey, Harry Bartow, H. W. Mason and T. H. Casey. 

F. R. Ayer, of the Eastern Manufacturing Company; Irving 
Esleeck, of the Esleeck Manufacturing Company, and H. N. 
Knickerbocker, of the same concern, were admitted to membership. 

W. B. Wheelwright, as chairman. of the committee on the 
school for paper making, reported several conferences with the 
trustees of the Lowell Textile School, and also with the State 
Board of Education. The latter favored the project provided 
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legislative sanction can be secured, thus assuring the interest of 
the State in the school, and recommended that Mr. Wheelwright 
and his committee appear before the legislative committee in the 
near future. The present idea is to establish the school in con- 
nection with the Lowell Textile School, which is largely supported 
by the State.

THE PUBLISHERS ON THE MARKET 


The paper situation in the market is reviewed by the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Publishers’ Association through John Norris, chair- 
man of the Committee on Paper, who under date of November 
23 writes: 

PRICEs. 

Considerable paper is offered by mills. Publishers are receiving 
more propositions from paper companies than at any time in five 
years. Quotations made by paper companies in different localities 
within the past week indicate that they are willing to sell news 
print paper of good quality on a basis of $1.86 f. o. b. mill from 
New York State mills, including protection against excess dam- 
age. Openly they are asking anywhere from $1.90 to $2.00 f. o. b. 
mill but under pledges of secrecy, they are offering the price 
stated. New output is coming on the market with volume and 
celerity. The tonnage displaced by the new machines already 
started is persistently offered. 25,000 tons are available, in two 
lots. Salesmen who declare that their companies have sold 95 
or 100 per cent. of their product for 1913 are misrepresenting 
because those concerns are energetically soliciting new orders. 
- Publishers are in position to insist that the paper companies meet 
the market during the continuance of the new contract. 

TONNAGE AND DISPLACEMENTS. 

Sixty-five thousand tons, formerly furnished to the New York 
World and St. Louis Post-Dispatch by the International Paper 
Company, W. H. Parsons & Co., Great Northern, Watab, and 
Minnesota and Ontario Company have been displaced by the De- 
Grasse Mill, at Pyrites, and the Tidewater Mill, at New York. 

The Hearst publications are using over 140,000 tons of news 
print paper per annum, or substantially one-ninth of all the news 
print paper used in the United States. The supply of the Chicago 
American and Examiner (30,000 tons per annum) has been placed 
with the Spanish River Mill, the Kenogami Mill, and five Wiscon- 
sin mills, displacing about ten Wisconsin mills. Some of the 
growth in tonnage of the Boston American has been placed with 
W. H. Parsons & Co. 

The Scripps-McRae League’s supply of 18,000 tons per annum has 
been reapportioned; the Cincinnati Post order having been shifted 
to W. H. Parsons & Co.; the Cleveland Press order from Minne- 
sota and Ontario to Great Northern. A six-thousand ton supply 
to other Scripps papers has been awarded to the Lake Superior 

Company at Sault Ste. Marie. 
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The ten-thousand ton supply of the International Paper Com- 
pany to the New York World, which was displaced by the Tide- 
water Mill, was transferred to the New York Sun, displacing the 
Great Northern Paper Company on that order. 

The Great Northern has displaced the Berlin Mills Company 
in the supply of the Atlanta Journal. 

W. H. Parsons & Co. has taken the order for 1913 of the 
Pittsburgh Leader now supplied by Finch, Pruyn & Co. The 
Parsons concern has taken the contract of the Providence Journal 
and Fall River Globe from the International Paper Company. 

Lake Superior Company, at Sault Ste. Marie, has contracted 
with the Detroit News and Journal for 9,000 tons per annum, 
displacing H. G. Craig & Co. 

Canadian mills have taken much tonnage in the United States 
market from United States mills. 

IMPORTATIONS AND EXxporTATIONS OF News Print PAPER. 

In September, 10,849 tons of news print paper were imported 
from Canada. The exports were 3,009 tons. Heretofore the paper 
makers have been shipping out approximately as much paper as 
the Canadians were shipping into the United States. These figures 
for September show a decided balance in favor of domestic supply. 

Quesec’s Restrictions Upon Putpe Woon. f 

Several large paper manufacturers of Quebec have appealed to 
the Provincial authorities for the removal of the prohibition of 
exportation upon Crown land wood in order that they may ship 
into the United States without incurring the penalty of $5.75 per 
ton which is imposed by the United States Government upon paper 
made from Crown land pulp wood which cannot be exported to 
the American paper mills. The Povincial Cabinet has taken the 
request under consideration. 

TariFF REvISsION. 

The revision of the paper schedule by Congress next year will 
probably throw open the doors to free news print paper from 
all countries and thereby broaden to the utmost limit the market 
of the American newspaper publisher for his raw material. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The hearing on the favored nation matter has been fixed by the 
Court of Customs Appeals for December. 

The St. Croix Mill, at Woodlands, Me.; the Laurentide Mill, at 
Grand Mere, Quebec., and other paper making concerns, are in- 
creasing their water power developments preliminary to whole- 
sale increases in paper production. 

The stock of paper on hand at the mills at the end of Septem- 
ber was 47,231 tons, an increase of 1,243 tons over the figures for 
August, but less than for September, rorr. 

The Spanish River Mill has bought two machines, with ca- 
pacity for 55 tons per day, from a mill which had shut down, and 
it will instal them at Espanola within a few months: 


Bemis Gompany Transfers Paper Business 

Details of the transfer of the Bemis Bag and Paper Company 
business at Superior, Wis., to the Twohy-Eimon Mercantile Com- 
pany, a grocery concern, has been announced. 

The grocery house takes over the business, including a large 
stock of goods, and also the rental of the lower floor of the 
Bemis Company’s building. The bag company will retain pos- 
session of the building, a part of which is rented to the Superior 
Knitting Works. 

Peter Eimon, of the Twohy-Eimon Company, stated that an 
extra salesman would be employed to handle the paper trade, 
which will be become an adjunct of the wholesale grocery busi- 
ness. The paper end is to be extended and improvements will 
likely be made. 

The Bemis Company will still retain a department in the build- 
ing for the purpose of supplying the Twin Ports with burlap, bur- 
lap cloth, cotton bags and twine, which business will be retained 
by the concern. Theodore Rogers, present manager of the Bemis 
Company's plant, will remain in charge of the Superior office. 
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Price and Demand 


Manufacturers Report a Steady Business, But of Small Order 
Variety, in the East—Jobbers Anticipate a Record No- 
vember Month—No Change Noted Around the Middle 
Western Mills, But Distribution Has been of Fair Volume 
—Favorable Conditions on the Pacific Coast—DMills Im- 


proving Facilities in Canada. 


The week just past has revealed no important changes in the 
paper industry, according to reports of THe JourNAL’s corre- 
spondents, which are given herewith. Mills throughout the coun- 
try are running on a fair basis, though chiefly on small orders. 
Jobbers report more encouragingly, and in many cases a record 
month is being anticipated. Trading is expected to continue in 
quite heavy volume until about the middle of the month, when 
the holiday buying will about be finished. Prices are ruling firm 
in nearly all grades, though there is a persistent rumor afloat 
that the Canadians are invading the American markets with lower 
prices on news print.

Regardless of the holiday this week and its being the closing 
week of the month, reports from various members of the local 
jobbers «state the business for November will exceed that of the 
same month of last year. This is encouraging, in view of the 
many rumors in circulation regarding the financial stability of 
several of our largest local department stores, which rumors it 
was-expected would have a disquieting effect on the buying among 
other merchants. While the mills in some quarters are not rushed 
with: business, other mills making the same grades are several 
weeks behind in caring for their trade, and these have talked of 
advancing prices. The arrival of the holiday season should 
stimulate the demand for wrapping papers, bags and twines. 
Paper stock is not moving as freely as desired, owing to the high 
prices, and paper stock dealers state the market on most grades 
of rags will go higher before the first of the year. The effort 
on the part of some of the book mills to stimulate trade by forcing 
the market has caused an unsettled price situation on book papers 
without satisfactory results even to the consumer. Box boards 
have been unusually strong, and it looks as if the market would 
hold over the first of the year. 





TRADE OF FAIR VOLUME

Paper dealers in this section report that business has: been of 
a fairly good volume during the past week and aré not-looking 
for any material change between now and the first-of the year.

Prices are firmly main- 
tained all along the line. The mill men are all busy, but they 
have been able to gain a little on their-advance order list. 





PRIGES HOLD FIRM 


Dayton, Ohio, November 25, 1912.—There has been no let- 
up to trade activities during the week and it may be said, in fact, 
that conditions are more satisfactory than ever, except in. the 
matter of obtaining cars for the shipment of orders. Prices are 
holding firm in nearly all grades and the demand is such that 
assurances of steady quotations are freely given. All of the valley 
mills are- running on good sized orders and great expectations 
are held for the coming year. The change this week to season- 
able weather has been a material aid to the jobbers, business’ hav- 
ing been stimulated. Wrappings are in demand. All specialty 
plants are busily engaged filling belated orders for Christmas 
novelties and hat and handkerchief boxes. 





BUYING FOR IMMEDIATE NEEDS ONLY 


Wis., November 26, 1912—The approach of the 
annual stock taking period is already making itself felt in the 
paper industry in this vicinity. The week has not shown the 
snap that was expected and the orders for the most part have 
been of the “hand to mouth” sort. Buyers do not want to stock 
up more than necessary between now and the middle of January 
and are placing orders in contemplation of the inventory now 
only a month away. While the volume of business of the last 
week has been fair, yet there are many who are disappointed, in- 
asmuch as greater things were expected of the first few weeks 
aiter election. Business during the campaign held up so well 
that there were many who looked for something even a little 
better after November 5.

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GANADIAN NEWS 


Parliament Not Likely to Deal With Tariff Matters—Canadian 
Kraft Wanted in United States—Financial Statement. of 
the Spanish River Company—Satisfactory Trade Condi- 
tions—Interest in Expected Government Decision on Pulp 
Wood for Export—Country Needs Foresters—Abittibi 
Company Not Organized—Would Increase Demurrage 
Charges—Ontario Does Not Ask for Free Wood.

Ortrawa, Ont., November 23, 1912—Parliament met on Thurs- 
day for the formal opening, when the speech from the Throne, 
which is. supposed to foreshadow legislative issues of the session, 
was delivered by His Royal Highness the Duke of Connaught, 
Governor General. 

No reference to matters concerning the tariff was made in the 
speech, and the silence is held to confirm opinions already ex- 
pressed in your correspondence that the Government will make 
no changes in existing schedules until the intentions of the Wil- 
son Administration in the United States, with respect to duties 
affecting’ Canada, have been enunciated. 

It was a surprise to many, however, that the appointment of 
a tariff commission for the purpose of investigating schedules 
was not even hinted at in the speech from the Throne. While 
legislation to this effect was voted down by the Senate at the 
last session, it was held probable that it would be reintroduced in 
a more palatable form, and: would probably be carried through. 

The only reference to projected legislation affecting trade con- 
cerned the negotiations between Canada and six of the. West 
Indian Islands for reciprocity. 


U. S. Demand for Ganadian Kraft 

Orrawa, Ont., November 23, 1912—The New York agents of 
the Wayagamack Pulp and Paper Company have sent word to 
the head offices in Montreal calling for all the kraft the company 
can deliver. According to the communication, this paper has met 
with immediate success in the American market. 

The Wayagamack mills at Three Rivers are at present operat- 
ing at their capacity of 50 tons of kraft per diem, but this is not 
high enough to meet even a portion of the demands of the 
American distributors, and preparations will be made to increase 
the output in this line. 


Have Not Adopted Union Label 

Orrawa, Ont., November 23, 1912—That up to the present 
time no manufacturer in Canada has adopted for general use 
the label of the International Union of Paper Makers was stated 
at a meeting of Chaudiere local of the union held here’ during 
the week. This was the reason for the printing of literature 
issued by the Canadian Trades and Labor Congress on non- 
union paper. President J. T. Carey, of the International Union, 


paid a visit to the city at the end of the week and addressed a 


well attended meeting of the local. 


Booming Paper Bags for Gooking 

Ottawa, Ont., November 23, 1912.—It was indicated: in ‘state- 
ments made at a recent meeting of the Soyer “Kooketa”’ Bag 
Company, Ltd., that the paper bag as a cooking utensil is replac- 
ing the pot and pan in an increasingly large number of Canadian 
homes. As the result of an encouraging report read by:E. H. 
Bradley, the managing director, who has been on a tour of. the 
country with Nicholas Soyer, the inventor of paper bag».cookery, 
it was decided’ that the managing director should proceed to New 
Yotk to complete negotiations for the sale of American rights 
in the registered trademarks and patents of the company, and 


also to place a value of $20,000 on the treasury stock of the com- 
pany in the market. This extra capital will provide for further 
development of the business in Western Canada. 


Earnings of Spanish River 

Orrawa, Ont., November 23, 1912——The earnings of the Spanish 
River Pulp and Paper Company for the ensuing year are esti- 
mated at from $800,000 to $1,000,000 in a circular recently issued 
by the Dominion Bond Company. At this rate there will be 
from five to seven times more than is necessary to pay the 
interest on the bonds of the company. With the predicted earn- 
ings, there will remain after payment of interest charges and 
dividend on preferred stock from $440,000 to $660,000. Deducting 
from this $90,000 interest, which the company guarantees on 
the bonds of the Ontario Pulp and Paper Company, there would 
still be left a surplus of between 11 and 18 per cent. on the 
common stock of $3,000,000. This statement reveals the pros- 
perity that is attending the operations of all large paper manu- 
facturing concerns in the Dominion. 


Gonditions Good Despite Poor Transportation 

Orrawa, Ont., November 23, .1912——That* great delay in the 
delivery of practically all shipments. over Canadian railroads is 
working no little harm to trade at the present time was the 
opinion expressed to your representative by W. R. Barnard, a 
leading paper wholesaler of this city. 

“As far as transportation is concerned conditions are rotten,” 
said Mr. Barnard. “We have had one shipment of goods, which 
should have been shipped for immediate delivery, kept in the 
Canadian Pacific Railway freight sheds here since the first of 
this month. Of course, the Canadian Pacific has been affected by 
the strike of station employees, but on the other lines its is also 
impossible to get goods handled with satisfactory speed. 

“Otherwise trade conditions are splendid. For the lines we 
handle, principally book stocks, heavy wrappings and paper boxes, 
the demand is increasingly brisk. There has been no change in 
prices since book stocks were advanced by about 20 per cent.” 

Mr. Barnard stated that the capacity of the mills and factories 
was not being increased in many cases to the same extent that 
the demand, especially for paper boxes, was increasing, and that 
business was suffering to some extent from this condition. In 
recent years the shipments from manufacturers had been falling 
short of the wholesalers’ orders, but the discrepancy was more 
marked this year than ever before. 

Other wholesalers report that the market keeps up to the high 
level maintained through the season, although all have suffered 
in some measure from transportation difficulties. The manufac- 
turers are also well satisfied with the trend of business, and 
weather conditions continue favorable. 


Await Pulp Wood Decision with Interest 

MontTrEAL, Que., November 25, 1912.—The decision of the Gov- 
ernment of the Province of Quebec with regard to the petition 
of the paper manufacturers of the province for relief from the 
present conditions under which paper made from pulp wood cut 
on Crown lands must pay a duty of $5.75 per ton on entering 
the United States, while that made from wood cut on other lands 
goes. in free, is awaited with great interest by lumber and paper 
men. : 

The discriminatory action of the United States is something 
which was not contemplated when the embargo on the export 
of pulp wood from Crown lands was established by the Gouin 
Government. The object of this embargo was. to force American 
manufacturers to establish paper factories in Canada. As it works 
out it is actually hindering this from being done, for the dis- 
criminatory tax established by the United States more than off- 
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Eastern Manufacturing Co., Bangor, Me.

besides proving a serious handicap to paper plants already in ex- 
istence who are large users of pulp wood cut on Crown lands. 

The Hon. Jules Allard, the Minister of Lands and Forests, in 
an interview on the subject, while declining to give any hint as 
to how the Government would deal with the matter, said the Gov- 
ernment could be depended on, as in the case of all industries in 
which it had any say in their regulation, to do the very best it 
could to encourage the success and prosperity of the paper 
industry. 

“Do you think the removal of the embargo, wholly or partially, 
on the exportation of pulp wood from Crown lands is the only 
way in which to secure an adjustment of the matter?” he was 
asked. 


“T cannot say,” he replied. “But the Government has the whole 
matter under advisement, and the manufacturers will not have to 
wait very long for an answer. At present we are waiting for a 
memorandum, containing certain figures and information, which 
the paper manufacturers, when they ‘waited on me recently, prom- 
ised to send to the Government. 


“I may tell you,” he added, “that the reason the embargo was 
placed on the pulp wood was to give the Province of Quebec the 
benefit of the manufacture of pulp wood into paper. This would 
enable the province to utilize its wealth of water power and 
provide employment for the population, thus preventing an exodus 
to places outside the province by those who do not want to farm. 
And not only would the manufacture of the paper in this province 
be a benefit to us, but it would be better for the American manu- 
facturers to establish their mills on this side of the line and do 
their manufacturing in Quebec. At any rate, it would be cheaper 
for all new milis that are to be established by Americans to be 
located on this side of the international boundary. The freighi 
charges on pulp wood would be saved and the water power is 
cheaper here. Owing to the great pulp areas in Quebec, and the 
large number of pulp and paper mills here, the whole subject is 
one of great importance, and you can rely on it we shall give 


the matter very careful consideration before announcing our 
decision.” 


Big Demand for Foresters 

MonTrEAL, Que., November 25, 1912.—The efforts now being 
put forth by all the provincial governments to preserve the forests 
of the Dominion have resulted in an unprecedented demand for 
trained foresters, and large salaries are being offered for tech- 
nically trained men. The number of graduates from-the various 
schools of forestry is nothing like enough to supply the demand, 
and as progressive policies are now being adopted, particularly by 
Quebec, Ontario and British Columbia, which will accentuate the 
demaad, the various universities are making special arrangements 
te meet the emergency. 


No Abittibi Company 
MonTeeaL, Que., November 25, 1912.—A report that the Abit- 
ti Pulp and Paper Company, Ltd—which has been formed to 
work the Abittibi pulp limits recently bought from the Ontario 
Government by F. H. Anson and Shirley Ogilvie, of Montreal— 
is dented by Mr. Anson, who stated there was nothing whatever 
m the statement. 


Ask for Increased Demurrage Charges 
MonrreaL, Que., November 25, 1912—If the Dominion Govern- 
ment acceeds to the request of the big Canadian railways for per- 
mission to increase the demurrage charges on cars, it will have 


an important effect on the paper trade. The object of the rail- 
ways is stated to be to do away with many abuses on the part 


of consignees. It is claimed that there is at present a great 
congestion of cars, and that this will continue unless the present 
abuse is dealt with more advantageously to the railways. The 
principal complaint is that consignees make use of cars to store 
their goods rather than utilize public warehouses. It is proposed 
that shippers who retain cars for loading or unloading beyond 
the free time allowed by the rules of the board shall, during the 
period between December 1, 1912, and April 1, 1913, pay the fol- 
lowing amounts as demurrage: 
For the first twenty-four hours after the free time allowed 

by the said rules 
For the second twenty-four hours after the free times al- 

lowed by the said rules 
For the third and each succeeding twenty-four hours after 

the free time allowed by the said rules 

In support of their application the railways cite the great public 
inconveniences caused by the present congestion of cars, and say 
that under the present charges it is often cheaper for shippers 
and consignees to retain cars in their possession, using them as 
temporary warehouses and for the purpose of distributing freight 
therefrom in small quantities, than to provide proper warehouse 
facilities or make use of public warehouses. The sole view is 
not to collect increased demurrage, but to permit all available 
rolling stock to be in active service continuously. 

At present consignees of paper delivered in large towns are 
not liable for demurrage, as the paper is invariably carried by 
the railway compdnies’ cartage agents. But the railways now 
threaten to do away with their cartage services, and if this is 
done the proposed increased demurrage will be a serious matter 
for the paper trade, for if the proposals go into effect they are 
certain to be renewed on April 1 and made permanent. 


No Move Yet in Ontario for Free Wood 


Toronto, Ont., November 25, 1912.—In contrast to the action of 
some of the Quebec news print manufacturers in asking Sir Lomer 
Gouin’s government to lift the embargo on Crown land pulp 
so as to avoid the United States tax on Crown land paper, the 
Ontario manufacturers in the news print line have taken no such 
steps, nor do they intend to. Possibly a favorable answer by the 
Quebec Premier might inspire the Ontario makers to similar action, 
but there is no sign of such a thing at this date. It would seem, 
at the same time, that Ontario news print men had a better. argu- 
ment for the cancelling of the embargo than those of Quebec. This 
province has only 17,600,000 acres of leased forest lands, while 
Quebec has 56,200,000 acres of leased lands—which means “pri- 
vately owned.” And Quebec’s acreage affords more than double 
the ratio of available pulp wood. Ontario has 52,000,000 acres of 
unalienated .or Crown forests, and Quebec 44,800,000. 


Burt Gompany Stock Absorbed 

Toronto, Ont., November 25, 1912.—The issue of half a million 
dollars preferred stock of the F. N. Burt Company, of Toronto and 
3uffalo, announced in THE Paper TrapDE JouRNAL recently, has 
been taken up by the investing public with a vigorous appetite 
that, however, did not surprise those conversant with the fine 
standing of the company’s business. The money will be utilized 
for the increasing of equipment. 


No Scarcity of Lumberjacks 

Toronto, Ont., November 25, 1912—Employment agents in this 
city report that numbers of lumberjacks have been sent north, 
where operations have already started on a vigorous scale. A slight 
fall of snow a week ago prepared for a series of heavier falls, 
and the ground will likely be in excellent shape before Christmas. 
There seems no scarcity of men for the work, and wages are prat- 
tically the same as last winter.

Chamber of Commerce Works Hard for Carthage-on-the-Lake 
Canal—Report That the International Will Build New 
Sulphite Mill—Bagley & Sewall to Have Railway Spur— 


Fire Damages Plant of International Pulp Company at 
Talcville. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., November 25, 1912.—The Watertown Cham- 
ber of Commerce held a meeting last week, at which the matter 
of pressing the campaign for the Carthage-to-the-Lake Canal was 
the main topic of consideration. “The Canal’s the thing” was the 
slogan adopted, and nothing else will be allowed to draw the spot 
light until this project is brought to a successful issue. 

Celestine C. Burns, chairman of the chamber canal committee, 
was sent to New York last Saturday to attend the meeting of the 
executive committee of the New York State Waterways Associa- 
tion, of which he is a member. At that meeting a bill was drafted 
to be presented at the coming session of the Legislature. It pro- 
vides for a referendum for a bond issue by the State, to build 
a waterway from Carthage to the Lakes, one from Flushing Bay 
across Long Island to Jamaica Bay, the improvement of the 
Chemung Canal and the building of the Glens Falls feeder. 

Mr. Burns and George C. Sherman were designated to repre- 
sent the local chamber at the annual meeting of the National 
Rivers and Harbors Congress to be held at Washington, D. C., 
December 4, 5 and 6, 1912. 





International May Have New Sulphite Mill 

Watertown, N. Y., November 25, 1912.—It is understood here 
that the International Paper Company expects to begin the con- 
struction of a new sulphite mill at Glen Park next spring, for 
which it has purchased 480,000 bricks. While the officers of the 
company did not verify the rumor, it was stated that there was 
a plan to erect such a plant, but that the details had not been 
passed upon by the board of directors. 

A company of surveyors was busy at Glen Park last summer 
and it was stated at that time that a new sulphite mill might be 
erected there. It is believed that as soon as the spring opens the 
work of erection will be started. This new plant might cost as 
high as $500,000. The present sulphite mill of the company is 
located on Sewall’s Island in this city. The company has long 
felt the need of a new structure, and one that would be in 
close touch with the other mills of the company which are located 
at Glen Park. 





Spur Line for Bagley & Sewall 

Watertown, N. Y., November 25, 1912—The New York Cen- 
tral has just finished the construction of a spur for the convenience 
of the Bagley & Sewall Company, and when the construction de- 
partment of that company is moved to the new building the ex- 
pense of transporting the heavy paper machinery to the railroad 
will be entirely eliminated. At the present time the paper machinery 
is assembled at the Sewall’s Island plant and conveyed to the 
‘railroad on auto trucks. 





International Pulp Gompany Suffers Fire Loss 

Watertown, N. Y., November 25, 1912——The power house and 
storehouse at No. 3 mine of the International Pulp Company at 
Taleville were destroyed by fire one day last week. The full 
extent of the damage cannot be estimated. It is believed the 
boiler and engine were not damaged beyond repair, as the building 
was only a light frame structure, which could not hold intense 
heat on this machinery. The boiler and air compressor had been 
recently installed. 
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The origin of the fire is not known. 
heard about midnight and the building was discovered in flames. 
This is the second fire the company has had since last August, 
when the main power house, known as Mill No. 8, was destroyed.

Gomplain of Excessive Freight Rates 


Alleged excessive rates of the Eastern New York Railroad Com- 
pany have been complained of to the Public Service Commission 
by the Pioneer Paper Company, of Ballston Spa, N. Y. This is 
an electric road between Ballston and Middle Grove passing the 
complainant’s paper mill. Freight cars reaching the former point 
on the Delaware and Hudson are taken over the trolley road by 
an engine and placed at various paper mills along the electric 
road. It is claimed that the Pioneer Paper Mills, which formerly 
operated the mill now owned by complainant, was forced into 
bankruptcy in 1907 because the trolley company exacted a rate 
of forty-five cents per ton for switching. When the mill was 
running to its full capacity, complainant points out, these charges 
amounted to thousands of dollars per year and were so heavy as 
to entirely wipe out the profits of the mill. 

The complainant company states that in 1910 it was assured by 
the president of the trolley company that if operations were re- 
sumed at the mill the switching rate would be reduced from 
forty-five to thirty-five cents per ton. Relying on this assurance, 
the mill was purchased by the present owners for approximately 
$80,000. Soon after it was started the complainant company re- 
fused to pay the rate of forty-five cents per ton which the rail- 
road company exacted, but tendefed thirty-five cents per ton, 
which was, and still is, refused by the trolley company. 

The complainant asks that the commission issue an order di- 
recting the railroad company to charge not to exceed thirty-five 
cents per ton for this service. 

The complainant has been served upon the company and an 
answer required within fifteen days. 


A Big Mill for Shreveport 


SHREVEPORT, La., November 25, 1912.—Although there have been . 
no announcements of recent developments concerning the loca- 
tion of a mammoth paper mill in or near Shreveport, La., for the 
past few weeks, P. N. Anger, representative of the interests con- 
cerned, is reported to have been busy. 

Mr. Anger makes Ruston his headquarters and from there he 
directs operations at the sites he deems most suited for the mill. 
In a conference with Secretary McColgin, of the Chamber of 
Commerce, at Shreveport, he refused to divulge the localities of 
these sites, nor would he state the nature of his investigations. 
They are known, however, to consist in part of the drilling of a 
number of test holes for the purpose of determining the location 
of the best water. How many of these have been drilled, where 
they are, and what the results were are matters which Mr. Anger 
would not discuss. 

Mr. Anger expressed confidence in the outcome of the enter- 
prise, but stated that he was not in a position to make a public 
announcement at this time. One of his objections to divulging the 
location of his activities is that he fears property owners might 
conceive the impression that their property was essential to the 
mill and that values would climb accordingly. 

“Even with the site for the mill selected, its completion is a 
matter of the future—several years would necessarily elapse be- 
fore the plant is even begun, and some time after that before 
its completion. It should be understood that the proposition in- 
volves raising three millions of dollars in London, and even with 
the fund completed, still further time would be required for build- 
ing the plant and machinery. Every machine used in the plant 
will have to be made to order.”

Merger of Big Publishing Concerns—Paper Men Attend 
Specialties Company Meeting—National Cash Register

Dayton, Ohio, November 25, 1912.—The Miami Paper Company, 
the newly formed organization to take over the mills of the 
Friend Paper Company at West Carrollton, is offering stock at 
100 and accrued’ dividends yielding 7 per cent. through Rhoades 
& Co., bankers, of New York, Hartford and Boston, and Hayden, 
Miller & Co., investment bond dealers, of Cleveland. © Locally, the 
stock orders are being taken by Bernis B. Brien. 

Relative to the protection of the principal, it is pointed out that 
the company is favorably located in the midst of twenty-two paper 
manufacturing concerns in the Miami Valley, and that the re- 
placement value of the physical property is at least $900,000, while 
the quick assets total $300,000, making an aggregate value of $1,- 
200,000. The company’s capital securities are $450,000 first mortgage 
serial 6 per cent. bonds, convertible into cumulative 7 per cent. first 
preferred stock; $500,000 non-cumulative 6 per cent. preferred, and 
$500,000 common stock. As bonds are converted into first pre- 
ferred stock the bonds are cancelled, so that the total bonds and 
first preferred outstanding at any one time cannot exceed $450,- 
000, and will be less by the par amount of bonds retired by pay- 
ment. 

After the retirement of the bonds a fund of $15,750 will be set 
aside each year to retire this stock. The stock may be called for 
retirement at any time in whole or in part at 105 and accrued 
dividends upon three months’ notice. No lien other than for the

Sale of Hydro-Electric Power Rights Involving Increased Water 
Storage Plan—Michigan Forestry Association Takes Steps 
to Protect the Forests—E. H. Whitney Praises Kalamazoo 

Millsk—A Severe Scalding Accident.

KatamMazoo, Mich., November 25, 1912.—One of the biggest 
hydro-electric power deals made in Michigan is the sale by W. S. 
Prickett, of Sidnaw, of the power rights of the Sturgeon River 
to the Sturgeon River Land and Improvement Company, of New 
York and Ishpeming, a subsidiary of the General Utilities Com- 
pany, of New York. The deal involves some 18,000 acres of 
flowage ‘rights along either bank of the Sturgeon River for a dis- 
tance of 40 miles. 
included in the deal. 

Two hydro-electric power plants will be located on the river, 
which will have a joint capacity of 20,000 horse power. They 
will be located 20 miles apart. At the first dam the plans call for 
190 foot head of water, and for a 220 foot head at the second. 
The first dam will be the means of causing the formation of an 
artificial lake 6 miles long and 2 miles wide, covering a total 
area of 12 square miles. This will be the largest inland lake north 
of the Straits, with the exception of Lake Gogebic. About $3,000,- 
ooo will be required for the entire improvement, including the 
purchase price.

To Save the Forests 

KALaMAzoo, Mich., November 25, 1912.—Active steps are being 
taken by the Michigan Forestry Association to save the forests 
of this State and to start new forests where they have been de- 
stroyed. At the annual meeting, which was held last week, reso- 
lutions» were adopted calling upon Governor-elect W. N. Ferris 
and the members of the incoming Legislature to take definite and 
decided steps to prevent the depletion of Michigan forests and 
the annual extension of the waste lands in the State. 

With the co-operation of the State Federation of Women’s Clubs 
it is anticipated that the State grange may be enlisted to give. its 
support to the measure. The resolutions read as follows: 

“The Michigan Forestry Association views with deep concern 
and alarm the continuous depletion of our forest reserves, large 
forests and woodlocks’ alike; the ‘extension of our waste land 
areas; the enormous. imports of timber into the State and- the 
utter lack of any actual work or effort on the part of. the State 
and people to check the changes for the worse or replenish the 
supply of forests and give back to the State the beauty and pro- 
tective cover which it so badly needs. It deplores the sale of 
millions of acres of State lands, lands poorly fitted for agricul- 
ture, making possible bad land speculation. It also declares for 
forest fire protection and interest on the part of the public domain 
office in reforestation, and that the public domain office shall have 
full charge of fire protection in the forests.” 





Praise for the Kalamazoo Mills 

KaLaMazoo, Mich., November 25, 1912—E. H. Whitney, one 
of the well known paper makers of North Concord, Mass., was 
a guest of Kalamazoo paper manufacturers Saturday. He came 
here to investigate the methods used by Kalamazoo paper manufac- 
turers in the production of paper and to see if he could secure 
ideas that might be put into effect in the East. 

“T find the best conditions imaginable here. The laboring men’s 
money has nearly double the purchasing power of those in the 
Eastern States,” stated Mr. Whitney. Wages seem higher here 
than in the East, while the price of living necessities is lower in 
that country. There is no reason why a laboring man should not 
be able to own his home and have a bank account besides.

“The machines in the Kalamazoo mills run much faster than 
the machines down East. There is but one mill in the East, that 
in Pittsburgh, which can even compare to the plants about here, 
I am quite amazed at what I have seen. I can readily see now 
why every one has praise for Kalamazoo as a paper centre,” 
added the visitor. 


A Distressing Mill Accident 


KALAMAzoo, Mich., November 25, 1912.—It is not often that an 
accident happens in the paper mills at Otsego, but during the past 
week probably one of the worst mishaps ever experienced. in the 
mills at that place occurred. As the result of the bursting of a 
steam pipe in the boiler room of Bardeen Paper Mill No. 1 five 
men were badly scalded, three of them quite severely. The men 
were at work in the boiler room and a good pressure of steam 
was on when the accident happened. Suddenly there was a re- 
port and the room was filled almost instantly with steam. Women 
in the sorting room nearby were badly frightened and the men. 
blinded by the steam, had difficulty in finding their way 
the room. 

The injured, Corwin Frue, Brooks McDonald, Orlo Wood. 
Charles Horton and Earnest Olds, are all reported to be getting 
along nicely. Frue was the most seriously injured, the steam badly 
scalding his face and hands. Horton was badly burned on the 
back of the neck and head, and Wood was burned about the face 
and-hands.. Olds was also badly burned about the face, McDonald 
escaping more fortunately than the others. All the men were 
promptly cared for, and while suffering much pain will recover.

Miami Valley Paper Manufacturers’ Meeting 


Dayton, Ohio, November 25, 1912.—One of the most interesting 
and instructive meetings held by the Miami Valley Paper Manu- 
facturers’ Association for some time was that of last week at 
the Hamtilton Club. Practically all of the paper mills composing 
this live organization were represented. 

Attorney Turner, of Dayton, who has had much to do with the 
paper industry recently, delivered an instructive address on “What 
the Business Man Should Know of the Law.” This subject was 
comprehensively covered, many points of especial interest having 
been developed. Mr. Turner brought out the fact that paper 
manufacturers should post themselves on various features of the 
statutes, both State and national, in order to meet the every-day 
problems. He believed that a general knowledge of law and of 
laws was one of the paper man’s best assets. Like Judge Brown, 
who ‘urged the members to take a deep and lively interest in such 
matters when he addressed the annual meeting at the Franklin 
Chautauqua Grounds, Mr. Turner advised that more attention be 
devoted to a study of legal points as they affect business. He 
realized, however, that many manufacturers were so deeply en- 
grossed in making business hum that they could not, find time 
to keep posted.

Industrial Commission Denies Compensation to Widow of Lum- 
ber Company’s‘Employee Who Was Killed Under Pecu- 
liar Circumstances—Heavy Shipments of Pulp Wood Ex- 
pected from Port Arthur—New Bascule Bridge Opening 
Celebrated by Dinner. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Appteton, Wis., November 26, 1912.—It has often been said that 
the Wisconsin Compensation act paved the way.for ‘crooked em- 
ployees, willing to be injured or to take a chance of being killed, 
to receive financial aid at, the expense of employers or the State, 
but this contention in a large measure was dissipated in a decision 
handed down by the State Industrial Commission last week, in 
the case of Anna Schroeder, widow of Fred Schroeder, against 
the Baker & Stewart Lumber Company. The words of the com- 
mission in brief illustrate the commission's position in the matter 
and tell the story in a nutshell as follows: 

“Fuller details of this tragedy of storm and darkness may never 
be known. We do not know what strange hallucination of a dis- 
ordered mind may have lured Fred Schroeder to his death. Noth- 
ing in the records of this case answers the question to a certainty, 
as to why he came to his death in this strange manner. We can 
only say that no duty incidental to his employment demanded the 
sacrifice of his life on the night in question, and his death was 
not the result of any hazard of his employment.” 

Fred Schoeder was killed on the night of July 10, 1912, while 
in the employ of the Baker & Stewart Lumber Company. The 
commission in the above brief language denied the claim of the 
widow for damages. “At 1 o'clock on the night in question 
Schroeder, who was employed as fireman, attended to his fires 
and shortly thereafter was missed. Search later found him dead 
Investigation showed that Schroeder had been the victim of elec- 
trocution. About 12 feet above the ground where the body was 
found there was an electric transformer connected by wires with 
a pole, the wires carrying 2,300 voltage. Into this wire was twisted 
the long poker, 9 feet long, whiche Shroeder used in’ stoking his 
fires. The poker hung down from the wire, the lower‘end resting 
upon an iron rod. That Schroeder’s death was caused by his hands 
coming in contact with the poker there can be no doubt. The 
mitten on his hand and the hand itself were badly burned. But 
there appeared to no reason why Schroeder left his boiler room 
and went to the place he met death. “That he carried the poker 
with him and in some way connected it with the wire, admits of 
no doubt,” says the finding of the commission, “for whoever con- 
nected it with the wire could not possibly have survived the re- 
sultant shock.” 


In conclusion the industrial commission makes the following 
statement: 

“Compensation is rightly charged against the employer—the in- 
dustry—where the employee is injured by reason of some hazard 
incident to his employment. True, the purpose of the law is to 
relieve not only the injured employee but his family as well—those 
dependent upon him, and also to prevent a burden falling upon the 
public. But the law nowhere indicates that this burden shall be 
placed on the employer, representing the industry, except where 
the industry is in some degree responsible for the injury. Under 
the evidence it is impossible to find that at the time he received 
the electric shock decedent was performing service growing out 
of or incidental to his employment.” 





Arranging or Big Consignments of Pulp Wood 


Appleton, Wis., November 26, 1912—A. E. Russell, of Port 


. Arthur; has been in the city for several days closing a deal, with 


the Pulp Wood Supply Company, of Appleton, for the shipment 
of 20,000 cords of pulp wood to this territory during the coming 
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season. Mr, Russell declares he expects a big season’s work in the 
pulp wood country, and business is bound to be brisk. He says 
many of the mill yards are nearly depleted, the plants having had 
a splendid summer. The abnormally high water conditions of 

* practically the whole summer have been a great boon to the pulp 
wood men, inasmuch as there has been no occasion for the usual 
shutdown of. the plants on account of lack of water. Not in 
many years have the pulp mills of this vicinity been able to remain 
in operation throughout the summer season, and on several oc- 
‘casions they have been shutdown as much as six or seven weeks. 

. This. constant grinding, and goitig at top speed throughout this 
time, have meant the consumption of vast quantities of wood that 
usually is left in the yards until the fall campaign opens. Re- 
ports from various Sources received here during the last week in- 
dicate the coming winter will be one of the busiest in the northern 
woods in many years. The only drawback now is in the supply 
of men. Lumbermen everywhere are advertising for help. Almost 
weekly the offer of wages has increased, the latest quotation here- 
abouts being $40 per month and board. This is an average of $15 
more than has ever been paid before. Pulp wood shipments are 
already being made, but in comparatively small quantities. Only a 
little of the wood has been cut thus far. Most of that that is 
coming to the mill yards now is last season's cut. 


A Death Glaim Settled 

AppLeton, Wis., November 26, 1912—Napoleon Pilon, adminis- 
trator of the estate of August Pilon, of Menominee, Mich., the 
young man who was injured and subsequently died while em- 
ployed at the plant of the Marinette and Menominee’ Paper Com- 
pany, at Marinette, has accepted the sum of $300 as settlement 
of the death claim of his son. Young Pilon was nineteen years 
of age. He sustained the fracture of both thighs, and was 
otherwise injured, when on July 31 last he was caught between 


the calender rollers at the paper mill. He died six weeks later. 





Celebrate Bridge Opening 

AppLeTton, Wis., November 26, 1912—Members of the county 
board of supervisors, thirty-nine in number, and about two: dozen 
Appleton men were the invited guests of the Kimberly-Clark 
Company at the company’s hotel at Kimberly last Friday, when 
at 1 o’clock a sumptuous dinner was served and a post-prandial 
program of toasts was presented. The occasion was the formal 
dedication of the new $25,000 bascule bridge, spanning the Fox 
River at Kimberly. This structure, for which the Kimberly- 
Clark Company worked for years before the county board would 
give its sanction, and to which the paper company was the largest 
individual subscriber, means much to the employees of the company, 
many of whom live in Appleton, and all of whom up to this time 
have been obliged to cross the river on a floating bridge, entailing a 
daily hazard the company has been anxious to escape. The 
structure is now open for general traffic. 


Bondholders Want Their Money

Crane Brothers Mills at Westheld, Mass., Are Taken Over by 
Crane & Co., of Dalton—Wages to Be Increased, Three 
Tour System to Be Adopted and Radical Changes in Con- 
duct of the Plant—Federal Hearing Called in Matter of 
Dam at Windsor Locks—Securing Names for Slow Tariff 


Revision.

Hotyexe, Mass., November 26, 1912—The paper mills owned 
by the Crane Brothers, at Westfield, Mass., were taken over by 
Crane & Co., of Dalton, yesterday. The sale of these mills wes 
made last Friday. The new owners will make several radical 
changes, including an increase in wages that will effect about 
seventy-five employeees. The women employees will receive $1.25 
a day instead of a dollar a day, an increase of 25 per cent., be- 
ginning yesterday, and the men employees of the manufacturing 
department will be given an increase in wages and there will be 
three shifts of eight hours instead of two shifts of twelve hours 
as at present. 

The linenoid and the tablet departments and the manufacture of 
bank ledger and linen record papers will be discontinued. Begin- 
ning yesterday the product of the mill will be confined to the well 
known Japanese linen and warranted all-linen papers which have 
attained a wide reputation. 

F. Qutterson, of Philadelphia, who recently succeeded F. A. 
Thompson, the veteran superintendent, will remain as managing 
superintendent under the new company. For the present at least, 
the upper mill will remain closed and all of the paper manufac- 
tured will be turned out by the lower mill. 

For more than forty years the Crane Brothers mills had been 
conducted by the late James A. and Robert B. Crane. Since their 
death business at these mills has fallen off, but the passing 
of the plant into the hands of so notable and successful a paper 
manufacturer as Senator Murray Crane, means a revival of the 
prosperous times the mills formerly enjoyed. The increase in 
wages of the women employees who have been laboring for a 
dollar a day for many years is much appreciated and shows the 
generous spirit in which the new owners will conduct their new’ 
purchase. 

The one disappointment of the deal to some of the employees 
and one which occasions much surprise, is the giving up by the 
new owners of the tablet department of the mills. This depart- 
ment has been a prominent feature of Crane Brothers’ products for 
the past tweny-five years. In this department about twenty-five 
girls have been employed, and in the linenoid department, which is 
also abandoned, five men were employed. 





Would Make Haste Slowly 
Hotyvoxe, Mass., November 26, 1912.—Agents from Brewers 
ed Agency are in this city trying to secure names of manu- 
urers to a petition to the President-elect Wilson and Congress 
asking that there be no haste in revising the tariff.

Progress on the Grand Falls Dam—NMill Hand Is Ground to 
Death—Pulp Storage Plant at Otis Mill—Bright Pros- 
pects for Pulp and Paper on St. John River—A Tax 
Decision—Sanborn-Doherty. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENTS. ] 
WatervIL! =. Me., November 26, 1912.—Very satisfactory progress 
is being made on the immense concrete dam which is being 
erected on the upper pitch of the Grand Falls of the St. Croix 
River, a few miles above Woodland, where the St. Croix Paper 
Company has its large plant. The headworks at each end of the 
dam was recently put into place, and the buttresses which are to 
carry the deck have been carried from each side of the river to 
the main river bed, a space of about 50 feet remaining where they 
are to be put in. The dam is of the Ambursen type, and when 
completed will be about 46 feet high in the highest place and will 
give a head of 60 feet. 

When the dam is completed it will be about 1,100 feet long. 
There is to be 900 feet of hollow dam extending from the Canadian 
side of the river, then a 22 solid section, followed by nine 
gates, each 14 feet wide. After these will come the log sluice, 
which will complete the dam to the American shore of the river. 


A Terrible Death 

East Miturnocket, Me., November 26, 1912——George Bergel, 
a Greek laborer in the mill of the Great Northern Paper Com- 
pany here, was literally ground to pulp last week. Bergel was 
feeding paper cuttings into a chute which leads to the beater. 
The shute became clogged and he stepped into jam the paper 
down by his weight. The paper suddenly cleared and he was 
taken down the chute and into the grinding machinery, his body 
being mutilated beyond all semblance of a human being. Bergel 
came to this country about four months ago, and, it is said, had 
a family living in Greece. 


Sanborn—Doherty 

Mitutinocket, Me., November 26, 1912.—Herbert L. Sanborn, 
of this town, an electrical engineer with the Great Northern Paper 
Company, and Miss Rose M. Doherty, of Old Town, were united 
in marriage here last week, the ceremony being performed by 
Rev. Fr. Reilly, of St. Martin of Tours Catholic Church. John 
Doherty, of Old Town, attended the groom, and the bridesmaid 
was Miss Louise Doherty. Mr. Sanborn is a graduate of Harvard 
in the class of 1908. Since graduation he has done well in the 
paper manufacturing business, and now holds a responsible posi- 
tion. The young people left on a wedding trip to Boston and 
New York. On their return they will live here. 


Paper Prospects on St. John River 

WaterviLte, Me., November 26, 1912—W. J. Lanigan, head of 
the logging department of the Hollingsworth & Whitney Paper 
Company ‘here, remarked to THe Paper Trape JouRNAL corre- 
spondent last weéek that in the next decade or two big pulp and 
paper developments may be expected on the St.-John River if 
the Canadian and United States governments garry ‘out the im 
provements recommended by the commission’ engineers. The 
prevailing timber along the St, John, he said; is spruce and fir, 
and there is every indication that paper makers will take advantage 
of the splendid supply of these desirable woods. 

Less work has been done on the St. John than on any other 
river in Maine. Other streams have their dams and storage basins, 
but the St. John is not much more improved than it was cen- 
turies ago. It is asserted by some that the standing timber to 
be reached from the river exceeds that along the banks of all 


other Maine streams put together. As a-result of the proposed 
improvement, log driving may be carried on throughout the year, 
except for the period when the river is frozen over. It is said 
that Canadians are confident that their Government will make an 
appropriation for the improvement of the river, and, if it does, the 
United States will doubtless come forward also. 


A Large Pulp Storage Plant 

LiverMorE Fats, Me., November 26, 1912.—A concrete ‘founda- 
tion is being put in here at the Otis mills of the International 
Paper Company for what is to be the largest pulp storage plant 
in this State. The tank will be of steel, 60 feet in diameter and 
60 feet in height. The pulp from the company’s plant at Riley’s 
and at Livermore Falls is pumped through the large mains to the 
Otis mills at Chisholms. It is to take care of the surplus pulp at 
times of high water that the immense steel tank is being con- 
structed. Heretofore the surplus pulp has been run off into sheets, 
bundled and piled out of doors at a great expense. The neces- 
sity for regrinding will also be eliminated by the new method of 
storage. 


Must Pay Taxes 

Aucusta, Me., November 26, 1912—The law court has handed 
down a decision in the tax case of the Sandy River Plantation vs. 
Weston Lewis and Josiah S. Maxcy, of Gardiner, owners of prop- 
erty in this plantation. The decision affirms the constitutionality 
of the forestry district act which is peculiar to Maine. The law 
court decided that the land within this district had special benefits 
that no other forest land in the State has, including fire patrol 
protection, and it ought to bear the burdens caused by the receipt 
of these special benefits.

Rumsey & Works have just completed a survey of the factory 
plant and property of the Babcock Tissue Paper Company at Ot- 
sego, Mich. 


Fire of unknown origin destroyed plant of Standard Paper Manu- 
facturing Company in South Richmond, Sunday week, entailing 
loss estimated at $30,000. 


The Southern Wood Distill and Fibre Company, at Bogalusa, 
La., will have its new plant in operation within a few days. It 
will turn out box board of all grades, according to demand. 


The Whiting Paper Company,’ Holyoke, Mass., is adding to the 
equipment of its power plant a 750° kw. Curtis turbo-generator and 
switchboard. The apparatus is being supplied by the General Elec- 
tric Company. 


Miss Jessie Shearer, daughter of Frederick Shearer, foreman 
at the Mt. Tom Paper Company division of the American Writing 
Paper Company, died at her father’s residence, last Friday morn- 
ing after a long illness. She leaves, beside her parents, two sisters 
and two brothers. 


The Hawley Pulp and Paper Company, of Oregon City, Ore., 
has planned extensive improvements of its plant, which will give 
it the greatest capacity of any plant on the Pacific Coast for the 
manufacture of fruit, tissue and wrapping paper and will result 
in the employment of about 150 additional men.

Two more lines of hose wére put into play from 
Mohawk street as a precaution. The fire started in the engine 
room, and its origin is unknown.

But the importers declared that the said Section 2 was un- 


importation under the provisions of the Payne-Aldrich tariff act. 

It has been sought in this instance to protest the importers’ right 
to protest, on the ground that they had no cause for complaint, 
seeing that they suffered no pecuniary loss by the collector's de- 
cision. The contention of the right to protest in any case, how- 
eyer, is not likely to be disputed further, and the question of the 
constitutionality of Section 2 will be threshed out in the courts 
with a fair chance that the contention of the importers will be 
upheld, upon the ground that the conditions upon which the free 
admissions from Canada were granted had not been complied 
with by the Canadian Government. 

The hearing before the United States Board of General Apprais- 
ers, which was adjourned from last October, will be held during 
the first week in December. The ultimate decision will be of the 
utmost importance to the paper trade of this country, and the pro- 
ceedings will attract deep and. widespread attention. Should the 
final judgment be in favor of the Cliff Paper Company, and its 
claim that “Section 2” is unconstitutional, then the case of the 
wood pulp importers against the Government for the admission 
free of wood pulp from Europe under the “most favored nation 
treaties” will lose its status, which rests entirely upon the legality 
of this same “Section 2.” Then the entire question of free pulp 
and paper will have been answered in the negative and the position 
of these staples will be as established by the Payne-Aldrich tariff 


act of August 5, 1909. 


May Be Legislated Out 


Apropos of Section 2-it may be well to bear in mind that several 
attempts were made last session to have it abropated, but all 
either failed in the Senate or were blocked by the President. They 
formed part of what might be termed “Underwood legislation,” 
being incorporated with certain measures originated by Representa- 
tive Underwood, Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee. 
Now it appears that there is a general understanding that these 
Underwood measures will again be reported to the House as they 


were last session and be made the basis of tariff revision. This 


time there will be a friendly House, Senate and President to pass 
upon them, so that there is every liklihood that Section 2 may 
go by the board, and in lieu thereof a duty of $2 may be imposed 
upon all paper described in the section. 

The Underwood resolution which ultimately failed last session 
read: 

(3) Sec. 2. That the act entitled “An act to promote reciprocal 
trade relations with the Dominion of Canada, and for other pur- 
poses,” approved July 26, 1911, be, and the same is hereby, re- 
pealed: provided, that from and after the passage of this act there 
shall be a duty of two dollars per ton paid on the paper described 
in Section 2 of said act. 


Utilization of Forest Products 


At the meeting of the Empire State Forest Products Associa- 
tion, a full account of which appeared in last week’s issue of Tue 
Paper TRADE JOURNAL, an instructive address was presented by 
Professor Nelson C. Brown, of the New York State School of 
Forestry, which dealt with the problem of Forest Utilization. 

The extraordinary waste of wood, which still continues in this 
country after all that has been said in late years and all the direful 
experience with which we have been brought face to face, is 
little short of appalling. According to Professor Brown it has been 
estimated that only about 4o per cent. of all the wood produced in 
the United States is consumed for a useful or legitimate purpose, 
and the other 60 per cent. is literally thrown away. In contrast to 
this, the thrifty customs of the countries of Europe are instanced, 
Germany and France, for instance, are quoted as utilizing close to 
95 per cent. of all the wood they produce. The economic treat- 
ment of the forest products there reminds one of a like economy 
practiced by our pork packing houses in Chicago, where in the 
disposition of a pig for market, nothing but the squeal is lost. In 
Europe even the twigs and leaves of the trees are used for 
kindling. 

Of course, what would be economy in Europe might be found 
expensive on this side where the cost of labor is so much greater. 
Grown men and women and even children can be more profitably 
employed than in gathering and distributing fagots for kinding. 
But as years pass the necessity for curtailment of waste, and for 
the practice of more of the economies of the Europeans in respect 
to forest products, continues to grow. 

It is estimated by Professor Brown that at our present rate 
of consumption we will make a clear sweep of our forests within 
the next fifteen or twenty years. This estimate does not take into 
consideration the replacing of the timber cut by reforestation of 
The fact 
however, that we are approaching so closely to a depletion of our 
once apparently inexhaustible resources should make every sen- 
sible man who has-the interest of the country as well as of him- 


of a radical curtailment in the present rate of waste. 


self at heart, pause to consider the best and most readily avail- 
able means to check the extravagance. The most direct way to 
do this is by stretching to its utmost use the timber that we cut 
and in this, individual effort will be strengthened and materially 
assisted by a natural rise in stumpage values. 

“In the pulp industry spruce supplies are becoming so short 
that we are compelled to use other species,” says Professor Browm 
Perhaps this is not altogether an unmixed blessing. Few i 
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ventions or discoveries that have been worth while would ever 
have been forthcoming except for the force of necessity. So has 
it already been with pulp wood. 

Government and private experiments have unearthed a number 
of different woods and a lot of waste material of various kinds 
that may be used to supplant spruce in the manufacture of paper, 
and the time may come when spruce may be considered a back 
number. But this day has not yet arrived, so it behooves us to 
be careful and to husband our entire timber resources to the 
best possible advantage. 

It is a noteworthy fact, too, that despite the number of substan- 
tial substitutes, such, for instance, as concrete, brick and iron, the 
‘demand for lumber within the last fifty years has grown to double 
the quantity per capita and the consumption in the United States 
is about five times as great as it is in Germany, all of which 
adds to the argument for reforestation conservation and the ut- 
most utilization of our forest products. 


Divergent Viewpoints 


Does it or does it not speak well for the value or stability of an 
industry when the largest and wealthiest among the consumers of 
its product declines to invest in it? A few days ago the appraisal 
of the estate of the late Joseph Pulitzer, owner of the New York 
World, was made public through the report of Joseph I. Berry, 
transfer tax appraiser, who had been appointed to estimate the 
values of the various properties comprising the estate. The report 
showed that Mr. Pulitzer had left a net fortune of $16,843,481.01, 
of which $3,278,000 represented the value of real estate and the 
balance was personal property. The stock of the New York 
World, which he held at the time of his death, numbered 4,990 
shares of the par value of $100 each, but of a real value of $604.50, 
or in all. $3,016,455. His estate likewise comprised 9,164 shares 
of the Pulitzer Publishing Company, publishers of the St. Louis 
Post Dispatch, valued in all at $1,115,717. ¢ 

The report proceeds to enumerate the other personal property 
of the deceased publisher, comprising cash in bank, household 
furniture, a yacht, and various large amounts in stocks and bonds. 
The last two represented investments in twenty-seven different 
companies, valued at $10,731,181.50. Yet of all this vast sum not 
one dollar in any way represented an interest in the manufacture 
or distribution of paper. Mr. Pulitzer seeems to have avoided 
industrials entirely, with the exception of 6,000 shares of Westing- 
house, valued at $189,000, and 4,000 shares of American Locomo- 
tive, valued at $408,000. 

Does, it not seem somewhat strange that one of the largest 
consumers of news print paper in the United States, dependent 
as he was to such an extent upon the mills, and whose income 
was so materially affected by the price of paper, should have 
made no effort to influence or control that price in any way! Was 
it that he thought there was no money in paper? Hardly, in 
view of the repeated complaints of the newspaper publishers 
that they were being charged extortionate prices and that the mills 
were fattening at their expense. And yet, if this were true, why 
did Mr. Pulitzer make no effort to convert some of these ex- 
orbitant profits to his own account? 

The experiment of equipping a mill and making their own paper 
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a est 
had, however, been tried by other large consumers of news print 
and had for one reason failed, because the management did not 
understand the business, and again because the news print in- 
dustry must be run on such a stupendous scale to make it pay 
that the publishers’ mill, even with its ready-made market, could 
not successfully compete with the regular outsiders. 

But Mr. Pulitzer’s successors in the management of the World 
and the St. Louis Post-Dispatch have shown more confidence 
in the possibilities of paper, and the experiment of enlarging 
the De Grasse mill for the purpose of supplying the two news- 
papers and of rendering them independent of the outside market 
will be watched alike with no little interest by the paper manu- 
facturers and the newspaper publishers of this country. 

It is acknowledged that there is considerable hazard in the 
newspaper publishing business and that one has to be a master 
publisher to make it profitable, so much so in fact, that the general 
manager of the Associated Press is quoted as having said that “if 
John D. Rockefeller should buy the New York World he would 
wreck it in thirty days, without reflection on Mr. Rockefeller 
either.” Perhaps, however, there are no such. hazards in the 
manufacture of news print paper, and that the only business which 
is hazardous is that of the daily press. Is this the view held by 
the publishers when they complain that they are being swindled 
by the mills, and so exert all their immense influence upon Con- 
gress to pass laws calculated to ruin the news print manufacturing 
industry in the United States? Perhaps so, but we think there is 
a much more selfish, though mistaken, aim behind the effort to 
deprive the paper industry of its legitimate protection. 


The Use of Joints 

Where a finish is applied to a structural concrete floor slab 
reinforced with steel throughout, and where every means are 
taken to bend the finish to the under slab, there is no excuse for 
the line joint which is so generally used. It does not prevent 
cracks; it is only used because it is conventional. The first 
trouble experienced with the concrete floor arises from the break 
ing down of the edges of these joints; manifestly they therefore 
should be omitted.

New Uses of Wood By-products 

“It is interesting to note the many uses to which wood by- 
products are now put as a substitute for materials formerly in 
use,” says J. M. Mussen, Canadian trade agent at Leeds, in a re- 
port to the Trade and Commerce Department. “Wood, wool or 
fibre, for instance, is now in use for packing all kinds of goods. 
It is also used as a substitute for flocks in bedding, for upholster- 
ing, and also as a substitute for straw for stable purposes. Wood 
flour, which is made chiefly from spruce or pine sawdust, is now 
used as an ingredient in the making of linoleum and explosives. 
There is also a certain demand for wood rope made from wood 
fibre, which is used by engineers and iron founders and also by 
furniture and other packers. Supplies of these products are 
obtainable in England, and are imported from Norway, Sweden, 
Belgium and Germany. From inquiries made as to the prospect 
of Canadian manufactures, some doubt is expressed as to whether 


the cost of freight from Canada would not prove an obstacle to 
the trade.”

Butler, is bequeathed fifty shares of stock in the J. W. Butler 
Paper Company, while thirteen shares of stock in this company are 
bequeathed to another grandson, Paul B. Butler. To Florence E. 
Butler, a granddaughter, is bequeathed $5,000. The residue of the 
estate is bequeathed to the two sons, Julius Fred Butler and Frank 
Osgood Butler. 

Manager Hawkins, of the Chicago headquarters of the Graham 
Paper Company, gives the information that the growth of the 
business in this field has made necessary the leasing of an entire 


building for warehouse and office purposes, and will enable them. 


to have the two together instead of at present separated. The 
building is a five-story and basement structure, located at 1136-1138

large and small cities in the country. He says that a system can 
be arranged whereby the housewife will place all of such waste 
material in sacks provided for her, and that collections will be 
made at stated intervals, and the entire collections handled at 
some central point and shipped to mills which are always look- 
ing for such sources of supply. Mr. Hollis predicts big returns for 
the man or company that intelligently solves this problem, and 
says it will be of immense good as the conservator of immense 
quantities of raw material now being wasted. 


PAGIFIG GOAST ITEMS 


The Zellerbach Paper Company has leased two three story build- 
ings on Battery street, near Jackson, to accommodate their grow- 
ing requirements. One building was leased from C. C. Morse & 
Co. for two years at a total rental of $7,200, and the other from 
the Bothin .Real Estate Company ‘for three years at a total rental 
of $10,800. 

Cutler Bonestell, of Bonestell & Co., reports that their business 
is very satisfatcory this fall and shows a creditable increase over 
last year. He is confident that the better tone to business gen- 
erally assures bright prospects for the immediate future in high 
grade print paper. 

The Taylor Paper Company is enjoying a lively trade in paper 
bags and wrapping paper, and predict an unusually heavy holiday 
business . 

Mr. Wight, of the Willamette Pulp and Paper Company, says 
local conditions in his lines are quite stable, and that the mill 
people are producing the maximum and maintaining legitimate 
prices. 

A new corporation here is the Southern Board and Paper Mills, 
with a capital stock of $200,000. The incorporators are: J. F. Shu- 
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man, W. I. Brobeck, W. H. Smith, Jr., E. Schwab, F. B. Lorigan, 
W. R. Lowery and A. L. Whittle. 

E. C. Miller, president of the Chamber of Commerce at Aber- 
deen, Wash., has announced that a number of local capitalists and 
others are preparing to erect a pulp mill in the vicinity and later a 
paper mill, the combined valuation of which will be $1,000,000, A 
site has been selected and negotiations for water are under way. 
It is proposed to employ over a thousand men. 

The Inland Empire Paper Company, of Spokane, Wash., is plan- 
ning to make extensive improvements in their plant at Millwood 
which will double the capacity of the mill and cost $100,000. 

The Angeles Paper Box Company, with capital stock of $10,000, 
has been organized at Los Angeles by O. J. Coen, Arthur Czer- 
wonky and A. E. Stein. 


ENGLISH TRADE NOTES 


Lonvon, November 16, 1912.—The Imperial Institute, which 
aims at furthering the trade interests between this country and 
our Crown Colonies and India, has just reported on experiments 
and researches made in connection with certain new raw paper 
making materials. These include papyrus from the Sudan, and 
East Africa Protectorate, a Spanish reed from the Transvaal 
(Arundo Donax); Aristida sp. from the same area; Nipa fibre 
from the Federated Malay Straits; Borassus flabellifer leaves from 
Mozambique, and Bromela leaves from Brazil. All these, declare 
the institute, are capable of conversion into pulp suitable for 
paper making, but most are inferior to esparto fibre. The raw 
material would not realize more than $14.40 per ton in the United 
Kingdom, and it is unlikely therefore that it could be profitably 
exported. The best way to deal with the material, they add, is to 
convert the fibres into “half stuff’ or employ it locally in paper 
making. 

Want Waces INCREASED. 

The Rishton branch and the Blackburn branch of the National 
Union of Paper Mill Workers at their respective meetings have 
discussed the questions of hours and wages. The latter branch 
agreed to press their claims for a united 10 per cent. advance in 
wages and instructed the general secretary of the union to try 
and get a definite offer from the Star and Sun Paper Mill com- 
panies. The union recently obtained increased wages for the men 
working at the Imperial, West Hartlepool, Ford, Turnlee, New 
Dover and Barrow paper mills. 

TraveE WitH Russi. 

While we import annually $1,900,000 worth of Russian paper 
we send to that country but $90,000 worth, whereas Germany and 
France are strong in the Russian market. Our consul at Moscow 
suggests that British firms do not give long enough credit not 
do they allow their representatives enough in the way of expenses 
to trade properly in Russia, as there most business is done “over 
the bar.” 

Parer Mitt Prorits. 

The Star Paper Mill Company, Ltd. (Feniscowles, Blackburn), 
show in their half yearly report a profit of $31,600, which with 
the amount brought forward makes a disposable balance of $108, 
ooo. A dividend of 5 per cent. and a bonus of 50 cents have been 
declared on the ordinary $12 shares. An interim dividend at the 
rate of 25 per cent. per annum has been declared on the past half 
year by Brunner, Mond & Co., the chemical manufacturers. Levin- 
stein, Ltd., aniline dye makers, show a net profit on the year of 
over $70,000 after discharging preferential claims. 

ANCIENT CHARTER OF Fowey Revivep. 

Fowey, the principal port in the china clay district of Cornwall, 
has received the assent of the Privy Council to revive its ancient 
charter. This means that the town is now able to elect a mayor 
and corporation and become a local self-governing body instead 
of remaining a part of the larger St. Austell district. From 
Fowey considerably more than 300,000 tons of china clay is ex- 
ported annually.

Obituary 


William Luke 


William Luke, aged eighty-three, founder of the $20,000,000 
West Virginia Pulp and Paper Company, died last Sunday at 
the home of his daughter, Mrs. Robert D. Hopkins, Beachfield, 
Md. He was stricken with heart trouble Saturday and his end 
came shortly afterward. He was born at the Crook of Devon, 
Kinrosshire, Scotland, on the 28th day of May, 1820. 

No man’s life was ever more closély or completely identified 
with the paper industry; so much so, indeed, that it is scarcely 
necessary that the trade be told who he was or what he was. 

He was the son of John Luke, who was a paper maker at the 
Crook of Devon, whose father, likewise named John, plied the

same trade at the same place. Thus it appears that William 
Luke came of a family of paper makers. Very naturally, there- 
fore, he directed his own energies in the same channel. 

At twelve years of age he began to serve his apprenticeship in 
the little mill then operated by his father and grandfather, a very 
unpretentious affair, but a school in which the lessons of the craft 
were then thoroughly taught. 


Eleven years later Mr. Luke came to America, where he found 
little doing in the line of his training. For a while he worked as 
machine tender for James Logan at Bloomingdale, N. J.; then 
for two years held a like position with Joseph Parker & Son at 
Westville, Conn. From there he went to Garrett & Derrickson, 
Trenton, N. J.; thence to Springfield, Mass., where he engaged 
as a beater man with Taylor, Greenfield & Co. Next he was em- 
ployed as a machine tender at the plant of L. L. Brown at Adams, 
Mass. Later he became superintendent of the mills of the Rock- 
land Paper Company at Rockland, Conn. 

It was not, however, until the year 1862 that he found perma- 
nent employment. At that time he went to the Rockland plant of 
Jessup & Moore, at Wilmington, Del., of which he later became 
the general manager, and there he remained till. 195, after the 
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organization of the West Virginia Pulp and Paper Company, which, 
with his sons, he was instrumental in forming. 

The success of this latest enterprise with which he was con- 
nected is too well known to require comment. 

In 1856 Mr. Luke was married to Miss Rosa Thomson Lindsay 
at Trenton, N. J., who in her infancy had also come with her 
parents from Scotland, where her people were likewise engaged 
in paper making. Even at this date some of the best known and 
most successful manufacturers of paper in both this country and 
Scotland are of this same family of Lindsays. 

Mr. Luke left surviving him five sons and one daughter, the 
latter being the wife of R. D. Hopkins, of Baltimore, Md., at 
whose home he died. The five sons are all officials of the West 
Virginia Pulp and Paper Company, the principal office of which 
is in the Fifth Avenue Building, New York. John G, Luke, 190 
Riverside Drive, New York, is president. The other sons are 
David L. Luke, vice president, 353 West Eighty-seventh street, 
New York; Adam K. Luke, treasurer, 338 West Eighty-eighth 
street, New York; Thomas Luke, vice president, Englewood, N. J., 
and William A. Luke, Covington, Va. James L. Luke, another 
son, died at Piedmont, W. Va., in 1905. 

Mr, Luke also leaves thirty-five grandchildren and five great 
grandchildren. His wife died in Baltimore seven years ago. 

Interment took place yesterday at Wilmington, Del., which place 
he had lived at for thirty-six years. 


G. Lucius Gilkey 


G. Lucius Gilkey, president of the Riverview Coated Paper 
Company, and vice president of the Kalamazoo Paper Com- 
pany, died suddenly Saturday morning after an illness of only 
a few hours. The wealthy Kalamazoo business man was 
stricken with illness while sitting in his apartments at the Bur- 
dick Hotel, Kalamazoo, Friday evening. At 4:30 o’clock the 
next morning he expired, although every effort was made to 
prolong life. Apoplexy was given as the cause of death. 

Mr. Gilkey was one of the best known business men in 
Kalamazoo. He had been interested for years in the paper 
industry, and was a heavy stockholder in several mills in the 
Kalamazoo district. For years he has been one of the strong 
men back of the Kalamazoo Paper Company. He was born 
in Kalamazoo County, and lived here all of his life. His father 
was one of the first settlers in this part of the State, clearing 
up a farm he took up from the Government. The son was 
always of a saving nature, and through good investment of his 
money soon accumulated a vast estate. Nearly all of Mr. 
Gilkey’s property will go to his daughter, Margaret, the only sur- 
viving heir. 


Claim Against James Davy Estate 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Nracara Fatts, N. Y., November 25, 1912.—The claim of the 
Canadian Government against the estate of the late James Davy, 
of this city, for $28,131.25, came up in Exchequer Court in Ottawa 
last week. The claim was suspended. The information against 
the estate was made by the Attorney General of Canada. It was 
claimed that the amount was due for water alleged to have been 
used by the late Mr. Davy in the operation of his wood pulp mill 
at Thorold, which was in excess of the amount covered and al- 
lowed by a certain lease, dated February 11, 1880. The lease was 
granted by the Department of Railways and Canals to the late 
John Battle, of Niagara Falls, Ont., who later assigned the rights 
to Mr. Davy, who died at his home in this city last February, after 
an illness extending over a year. The proceedings were com- 
menced just when Mr. Davy was forced to take to his bed. Mr. 
Davy had retained M. K. Cowan, of Toronto, who successfully 
fought the claim of the Government.

THE BEAUTIES OF IGE PAPER* 


Written and Illustrated by James Scott. 
The purposes for which ice paper and card can be used are 
many, and include the manufacture of fancy boxes, picture mounts, 
calendars and table knick-knacks. Indeed there are so many di- 
rections in which this pretty material is capable of fulfilling a 
desirable duty that a long list of them could be written. Ice 
paper can be made distinct from the card, and be afterward glued 
or pasted to the latter; though in many cases it would be prefer- 
able to deal directly with the card, and so save the intermediate 
trouble and time necessary when ice paper is fastened to card. 
This substance is obtained by the simple method of brushing 
a concentrated solution of acetate of lead over the well sized 
surface of either paper or card, and allowing these to dry while 
exposed to warm air, the sheets being undetached from one 
another. Afterward, the surface, when thoroughly dry, is rapidly 
and evenly overlaid with a film of transparent varnish. These 
simple instructions will be sufficient to guide the maker who wishes 
to produce this kind of material; but, as is my custom, I should 
like to be allowed to amplify somewhat, because I always feel 
that when a maker is interested—either on account of his own 
investigations, or through the information conveyed by others— 
in any goods he prepares, his business is likely to possess for him 
far more pleasant associations than in cases where orthodox plans 
are caffied out in merely mechanical fashion. Man is a reflective 
creattife, and ought to find interest in knowing something about 
the substances he uses so widely in the various branches of com- 
merce. To be ignorant of the curious facts bearing upon trade 
productions, is equal to saying that so long as buyers relieve one 
of goods, and exchange cash for them, the matter is finished. 
This acetate of lead, for instance, which is proposed as a 
coating for paper and card, is a very peculiar chemical. It is 
called sugar of lead on account of a sweetish flavor noticeable

when a solution is tasted. The compound consists of acetic acid 
and the metal lead, thoroughly incorporated together. The lead 
can be removed therefrom in its metallic condition by various 
methods, 

Acetic acid is the basis of vinegar. Indeed, this appreciated

fluid is really diluted, and organically colored acetic acid, produced 
by the microbic fermentation of sugary solutions. The reader of 
course, knows that sour beer and wine, etc., contain vinegar— 
that is acetic acid. This is, as may be expected, contaminated 
by the presence of many other rather objectionable substances, 
which need filtering off if the acetic acid is to be used in any way. 
By adding pieces of lead to stale beer or wine, acetate of lead 
is procurable in addition to other matters. 
For commercial purposes, acetate of lead is made by dissolving

either litharge (i. e., yellow lead oxide) or the metallic lead in 
dilute acetic acid. Litharge is made by strongly heating lead. 
This acetate, when complete, form what is known as a crystalline 
solid. It may be obtained in spongy white masses, composed of 
needle-like crystals of various sizes; also as lumps, in which 
four sided prisms may be detected; or as powder, obtained by 
crushing either of the two forms already referred to. This acetate 
is used as an astringent medically. 

The facts mentioned account for the strong odor of vinegar that 
arises when hot water is poured over some of the salt. This is 
a very striking trait. 

One-seventh of the weight of lead acetate consists of what 
is known as water of crystallization; the reference meaning that 
acetic acid and lead constitute six-sevenths of the salt, and com- 
bined water one-seventh. 

It should be pointed out that lead acetate is a poisonous sub- 
stance; so that great care should be exercised by workmen and 
others during its use. The results of lead poisoning are so 
terrible that no trouble to avoid contamination from the compounds 
of lead should be considered too much. So long as the salt is 
not allowed to enter scratches or sores on the hands or face, nor 
dust be breathed as it arises during the handling of the salt, there 
is not much chance of the workers being endangered by its use; 
but definite instructions on these points should be conveyed to 
them in order to avoid risk. 

It would be advisable not to make ice paper or card for the 
use of anything likely to be utilized by children. The sweetish 
taste might attract a child who happened to chew a piece of the 
substance—and this is a very common habit—and so be the cause 
of bringing on a mysterious illness.

Under 
the microscope such a fluid discloses multitudes of the tiniest 
possible specks, these being regarded in some quarters as particles 
of lead, separated by and combined with the carbonic acid of the 
water, thereby forming detached carbonate of lead. They are too

minute to be filtered off. The quatitity of carbonic acid in water 
varies, rain possessing, as a rule, the largest proportion, drawn 
from the air during its descent. 

Various crystalline effects may be produced, according to the 
way in which the acetate or its solutions are dealt with. When 
either ice paper or card is made the pretty effect of layers of 
frost covering them is very striking. Even on a white surface 
the result is very picturesque, as the fine slender crystals are 
arranged in all manner of positions, and so beautifully catch and 
reflect the light. When richly colored paper or card forms the 
basis for the reception of the lead acetate, quite a charming 
production is insured. 

The true form of crystallization for lead acetate is that of a 
four sided prism, of the kind shown in Fig. 1. This may be small, 
or fairly large, according to the strength and quantity of the 
evaporated solution. At the same time, these prisms may be so 
elongated, in proportion with their width, as to resemble mere 
needles, in which case they are named acicular. 

In Fig. 2 is shown the magnified appearance of a hot solution 
of lead acetate spread over glass and allowed to cool to a dry 
film. A less pretty, though somewhat similar, result is obtained 
when a cold solution is brushed over a slide and evaporated. 

One of the strangest features of the crystalline behavior hap- 
pens when the lead salt is melted. Place a scrap of the dry 











Big Sulphur Fire 

Eighteen persons were injured in a fire which swept the Union 
Sulphur Works at the foot of North Tenth street, Williamsburgh, 
Monday afternoon, causing a loss of $245,000, which is covered 
by insurance of $375,000. The fire was preceded by a series of 
terrific explosions that shook buildings along the river. The ex- 
plosion was said to have been occasioned by the sparks from the 
revolving metal blades in a sulphur grinder. The officials of the 


powder on a strip of glass, heat it strongly, and then find that 
each speck or fragment liquifies to a transparent substance. When 
removed from the heat it almost instantly cools, and we see, on 
magnification of a speck, a rosette of the kind shown in Fig. 3. 

It is worth mentioning that if a strip or rod of zinc is sus- 
pended in a glass jar containing a strong solution of lead acetate 
the lead will be extracted and deposited upon the zinc in the 
shape of glistening particles, beautifully arranged in tufts, the 
whole sight resembling a small tree made of metal. Such objects 
used to be sold as chemical curiosities a few years ago. Some 
idea of this matter can be got by inspecting Fig. 4, which is on 
a light ground. 

These facts ought to make the manufacture of ice paper more 
interesting than they would otherwise be. 

A few points may need emphasizing. In the first place the 
better the paper or card used as basis happens to be, the more 
successful is likely to be the final production. Great care should 
be taken to see that the material is thoroughly dry before the 
varnish is applied, because the two things, water and varnish, 
have a natural antipathy to each other. If the paper or card is 
damp when varnished the latter will get streaked, spotted or 
otherwise spoiled. The varnish is, of course, intended to fix 
the salt. 

It should be remembered that a very strong and hot solution

of the lead acetate is required; otherwise only a filmy, almost 
indistinguishable, figuring will result from the operation. By 
using the solution hot and very highly concentrated the maker 


will be enabled to produce a paper or card that is sure to attract 
attention whenever seen.

Just a Little Bit Too Good 


The following warning which will be appreciated by the paper 
manufacturing trade has been kindly furnished by the Fort Orange 
Paper Company, Castleton-on-Hudson, N. Y., which, writing under 
date of November 23, says: 

“A few days ago there came to our office a man representing 
himself to be Mr. Fink, of Henry Fink & Son, Fifteenth and G 
streets, Washington, D. C. The man, who was probably 5 feet 6 
inches tall, heavy set, gray mustache, claimed to be a paralytic 
and had the appearance of being a diabetic. He was apparently 
sixty or sixty-five years old. 

“Mr. Fink stated that he was the owner of a patented formula 
for a compound which would save 50 per cent. of lubricating oils 
and grease, and was equally good for paint oils. The compound 
could be manufactured for 4 cents per gallon. He stated that his 
usual price for this formula for a mill of our size was $300 and 
50 per cent. of the savings for three months, but to get his busi- 
ness started in this locality he would sell it to us for $100 spot 
cash paid then and there, and that after he left our office the 
price would be $300. 

“Mr. Fink showed us probably one hundred endorsements writ- 
ten on the letter heads of various prominent mills and factories, 
The dates on these endorsements went back as far as 1908, and 
quite a number of the names and letter heads were familiar to us. 

“Mr. Fink showed his patent papers, but was very careful not 
to let the document go out of his hands. 

“Before Mr. Fink left our office he offered his formula for $50 
cas’: and $50 after testing it. We then told him that we would not 
give him 50 cents for it before testing it, but would willingly give 
him a contract to pay him $300 if he would give us the opportunity 
to try the formula before paying for it. He then left our office ap- 


parently very much hurt at our lack of confidence in him. 
“The scheme looks good—almighty good—too good to be true. 
“On the day Mr. Fink visited us we wrote to several of our 
freinds in the paper business whose endorsements Mr. Fink 
carried, and we have since learned from them that it is a good 
thing to let alone.”

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THE ASHGROFT PAPER TESTER 


The latest development in paper testers is a small, compact 
instrument 114 inches thick, 434 inches long and 3% inches 
high, and is being marketed by the Ashcroft Manufacturing 
Company, 85-89 Liberty street, New York, well known as 
manufacturers of instruments of precision for over half a cen- 
tury. 

In design this instrument is a radical departure from those 
now in general use. In several features it differs entirely from 
any other paper testing instrument. 

The base of the tester is made in two sections, the lower of 
which is a swivel plate, which opens at righ angles to the 
instrument. This plate automatically locks in position both 
when closed or when open, and is released in both cases by 
means of a push button set in the swivel end of the plate. 
When open the plate enables the operator to hold the instru- 
ment steady with the left hand, while the operating crank is 
turned with the right. Small rubber pads are secured to the 
bottom of the instrument, both to prevent it marring the sur- 
face of a highly polished desk or table, and to prevent the 
tester slipping while in operation. 

Paper to be tested is inserted in the clamp, and secured by 
turning knurled disc to the right. This feature deserves more 


than passing mention; the clamp is so constructed that very 
small samples of paper, such as are often attached to a letter, 
may be tested. The clamp is part of a metal arm, having a 
movement toward and away from the plunger, and is con- 
trolled by the operating crank. This clamping arm operates in- 
dependently of those parts registering the strength. For this 
reason any friction developed in this part of the movement 
when making tests will have no effect upon the result regis- 
tered. 

The bursting of the paper is accomplished by means of a 
metal plunger, the top of which is not crowned as in other 
metal plunger paper testers heretofore designed, but is cupped 
out, so that the paper is really broken over a ring about one- 
quarter inch diameter. 

The plunger is freely mounted, and does not slide in a 
guide; thus the movement of this part is accomplished without 
friction, and the possibility of error from this cause is entirely 
eliminated. It is not capable of movement except when in con- 
tact with the paper being tested. 

When the operating crank is turned, preferably by means of 
the index finger, the entire clamping arm, including the disc 
of clamped paper, is forced downward, and the paper is im- 
posed on the plunger, which deflects until the maximum re- 
sistance of the paper is reached, when it again assumes normal 
position. 

The resistance or bursting strength of the paper is indicated 


upon the dial in pounds per square inch. The indicating hand 
starts to circle dial at the moment the paper is imposed on 
the plunger, and stops the instant the paper breaks. The cup 
or ring shaped plunger used in the Ashcroft paper tester is 
claimed to be the result of an elaborate series of experiments 
conducted by the engineers of the Ashcroft Manufacturing 
Company in an endeavor to develop some means of breaking 
the paper that would not present the disadvantages incidental 
to the use of rubber diaphragms, crown shaped plungers, etc. 
In the case of the rubber diaphragm, clamped in a surface 
equal to 1 square inch, the paper being tested by same, will 
naturally start to break in the centre of the circle; in other 
words, in the case of-.a rubber diaphragm, equal resistance is 
not exerted over the entire surface of the paper being tested, 
but is exerted first in the centre of the clamped circle. In 
case the diaphragm is not flat when in contact with the paper, 
but lays in wrinkles, as is the case when the diaphragm has 
been used for some little time, the pressure will be very un- 
evenly distributed. These two points cause more or less inac- 
curacy in results, and, aside from the deterioration of the 
rubber, form a serious draw back to the use of rubber dia- 
phragms. 

On the other hand a metal plunger with a crown top allows 
the paper to stretch over the crown while the test is being 
made, and in the case of papers having long, stretchy fibres, 
the tests include not only the bursting strength, but also a 
certain amount of pull, the result being probably a compound 
expression, including as chief factors the average tensile 
strength, the stretch or elasticity of the paper, and the rela- 
tive distribution of the fibres. 

The cup or ring shaped plunger, as used in the Ashrcoft 
paper tester, however, is claimed to eliminate all of these 
errors. It presents a flat surface to the paper being tested 
but not, however, as though the top of the plunger were solid. 
The paper forced over the rim of the plunger is in contact with 
the plunger only across its rim, which is very near the edge 
of the clamped circle of paper. As increased pressure is 
exerted on the rim of the plunger by the paper, the fibres over 
the cup are pulled apart in somewhat the same manner as in 
a tensile strength machine using strips of paper. 

The extremely small size of the plunger is one point upon 
which there will doubtless be considerable controversy. The 
Ashcroft Manufacturing Company, however, claims that of all 
sizes of plungers from 1 inch in diameter down to one-eighth 
inch, the size adopted (114 inches) gave the most uniform re- 
sults on every class of paper. It is apparently a case of not 
what it is, and why it is, but what it will do, and will doubt- 
less be accepted on some such basis. 

It is claimed the Ashcroft paper tester contains no element 
subject to deterioration, and that it will remain accurate for 
many years, without readjusting. 


The Standard Plant Uninjured 

The fire which completely destroyed the plant of the Manchester 
Board and Paper Company, at Richmond, Va., on Sunday night, 
November 17, did not injure in any way the mills of the Standard 
Paper Manufacturing Company, which adjoin the Manchester 
Board and Paper Company's plant. 

The Standard Paper Manufacturing Company’s plant was pro- 
tected by water curtains or screens run under the outside eaves 
of the building, and although the plant of the Manchester Board 
and Paper Company was less than twenty feet from the Standard 
mills the automatic water curtains served to keep the walls of the 
latter so thoroughly bathed with water that the only damage was 
a very slight one from water. The Standard Company lost no time, 
but resumed immediately after the fire in the other plant was 
extinguished.

PRIGE AND DEMAND 


(Continued from page -ro) 
voters. Paper for political cards had a big run, and some stocks 
of this material were pretty well cleaned\“out temporarily. 

Local jobbers are not altogether pleased with the present situa- 
tion in the jobbing trade. There has been considerable slashing 
of prices again lately, and harmony in the trade does not appear 
to be in immediate prospect. Prices are still unsettled and there 
are some who pronounce conditions rather unstable, especially in 
the book print lines. Still most jobbers in book print stock report 
business better this year than a year ago, and look for continued 
improvement, 

In the past few months there has been an enormous business 
in wrapping paper and paper bags on the Coast, and now prices 
are a little more stable than they have been. The holiday trade 
is opening up most propitiously and the outlook is for a record 
business in these lines. The increase over a year ago is remark- 


able and can only be attributed to the general improvement in 
Coast commercial and industrial conditions, for the market ter- 
ritory has not been appreciably extended, nor have any new uses 
for the goods been discovered which would materially stimulate 
sales. The prospect for a normal demand on orange wrappers is 


good, but it is doubtful if prices will be as strong as the product 
warrants. The demand for green fruit wrappers was big this sea- 
son on account of large crops. The apple crop has been especially 
large and the amount of fancy packing greater than usual. 

The building paper market continues to hold up well by reason 
of much late building operations, and the box board situation is 
fully normal. The latter shows but little change over last month 
and sufficient stocks are available to supply all demands, 

As regards the Coast mills, it is reported that water conditions 
are most favorable. The rainy season began early this year and 
there does not seem to be any danger of a water shortage now. 
Most mills are accordingly working to capacity. What mills there 
are in operation on the Coast can adequately supply the market, 
yet a number of new pulp and paper mills are to be started in the 
Northwest, and some of these undoubtedly have a large financial 
backing. Where the market will develop for the extra product 
the local trade are at loss to determine. 


MARKET QUIET AND EASIER 


Toronto, Ont., November 25, 1912.—With the lapse of Christmas 
time pressure on the printers, now that most orders have been 
met, a slightly less active condition characterizes the market in book 
papers. No mills have given any sign of closing, and it is ex- 
pected that the end of January will see things in better shape. 
News print is easier, and ground wood has not moved much. 
The annual meetings are approaching for all the companies cen- 
tred here, and it may be fairly said that the records of most 
lines for the past year will prove satisfactory. Many new mills 
have come into the running in the pulp, book and writing, news 
print and tissue lines, and up to date seem to have found business 
waiting for them. Just at present there is some doubt how the 
inactivity of the ground wood market will affect further expan- 
sion and building of new pulp mills; that, however, will be gov- 


erned materially by the water supply south of the border during 
the next eight months, 


DEMAND FOR’ PULP WOOD WILL INGREASE 

Ortawa, Ont., November 23, 1912.—The demand for pulp wood 
in Ottawa will be considerably greater next year than ever before. 
Alterations and improvements to the E. B. Eddy mills, particulars 
of which were published in a previous issue of THe Paper TRADE 
JourNnat, will greatly increase their capacity, while the Bronson 
Company will continue the ground wood business established within 
the last few months. In addition to the consumers at the Chau- 
diere, however, there will be a new demand from two new wall 
board companies. The large factory of the Beaver Board Company 
on the Aylmer road is expected to be in operation, as well as the 
plant now being built for the Bishopric Wallboard Company a 
short distance south of the city. 


ENGLISH TRADE CONDITIONS 


Lonpon, November 16, 1912.—The trade from all reports to hand 
appears to be in a satisfactory condition, especially so far as o-ders 
are concerned. The only feature which detracts from the bright- 
ness of the outlook is the continued high prices for all raw ma- 
terials, and that is a matter which could be set right by advancing 
prices for the finished article. The over-sea trade during ten 
months of the year, according to official returns, is better than a 
years ago, and also two years ago. So far this year we have 
imported 10,063,376 cwts. of paper of all kinds (of which 1,150,017 
ewts. came in during October), as against 9,051,757 cwts. a year 
ago and 8,937,815 in 1910. In October last year the import was 
956,990 cwts., or 12,927 cwts. more than in the previous October. 
The following figures give the amounts of some of the various 
kinds of paper imported in the ten months and the October 
month, with the comparative figures for 1911 in parentheses: 
Printings on reels, ten months, 2,229,133 cwts.; October, 299.884 
ewts. (2,108,444 and 253,882 cwts.). Printings not on reels, 764,845 
and 84,433 cwts. (727,388 and 60,736 cwts.). Printed papers, 
142,843 and 14,615 cwts. (141,9€8 and 14,887 cwts.). Packing and 
wrapping papers 3,071,127 and 323,628 cwts. (2,616,889 and 272,374 
ewts.). Our exports of all kinds of paper amounted to 2,702,435 
ewts, in ten months, or 196,463 cwts. more than in 1911 and 327,- 
731 cwts. above the ten months’ shipments of 1910. In October 
318,906 cwts. left this country, as compared with 299.353 cwts. 
and 275,477 cwts. in the corresponding months of the two previous 
years. 184,422 cwts. of writing paper left this country in the last 
ten months, and 1,466,755 cwts. printings. In both these kinds 
there was in increase over last year’s export. Taking the October 
shipments alone, however, there was a decrease of a little over 
2,000 cwts. in printings, and an increase of 1,300 in the exports of 
writings. The imports of wood pulp in ten months were as 
follows: Chemical pulp, 320,041 tons (last year 275,786 tons) ; me- 
chanical wood pulp, 399,1€8 tons (last year, 342,379 tons). Linen 
and cotton rags entered to the extent of 24,738 tons, compared 
with 16,762 tons in ten months last year, and the figures for 
esparto and fibre were 159,960 tons, as against 174,865 tons. 
Other materials were 14,350 tons in ten months, against 12,611 
tons. Last October each kind of raw material entered in quan- 
tities representing a proportionate increase over last October. 

The chemical market is fair to good, bleaching powder meeting 
with good inquiry, caustic soda in fair demand, and ammonia 
alkali moving freely. Salt cake is steady, while soda crystals are 
in fair request. The disturbances in the Balkans are not affecting 
the demand, and foreign shipments are well maintained. Quota- 
tions for foregoing chemicals remain as stated in previous advices. 
Chemical wood pulps remain firm, while increased inquiry is made 
for mechanical, for which makers are asking late rates. Esparto 
is quiet. Home rags receive strong demand and prices ’ are 
tending upward, while like holds good as regards foreign rags.
